Rather, 
these changes are made simply for clarification and to round out the scope of protection to which 
Applicants are entitled. 

II. REJECTIONS UNDER 35 U.S.C. §101 

Claim-21 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. §101. Claim 21 has been amended, 
thereby obviating the rejection. 



Claims 19 and 20 were indicated as allowable.
